Cleveland signed more pension bills than 
any other President since or during the 
war. Of special or private pension bills 
Lincoln signed 44, Johnson 431, Grant 
536, Hayes, 324, Arthur 706, and Cleve- 
land 1,S25. President Harrison during 
the three years of Ins term h»s not signed 
half as many private pensions as did 
Cleveland. 


Nor is Mr. Cleveland's approval of 


pensions confined to private pensions IB 
18SG he approved the act increasing the 
pensions of over 10,000 maimed veterans 
from *24 to 830. from «30 to *36. and 
from «37.50 to $45 per month. In the 
same year he signed a general bill which 
increased the pensions of 80,000 widows 
o£ soldiers from $8 to «i per month, and 
by the humane and extraordinary efforts 
of the Democratic Commissioner of Pen- 
sions these extra pensions of widows 
were issued without any expense to 
claimants. 
He also signed a general 


law amending the records of the War 
Department as to the oharge of desertion 
and relieving thousands of veterans who 
are embarrassed in their applications by 
technical errors of the record. He also 
signed a general act benefiting over 30,- 
000 survivors and widows of the Mexican 
war. 


Mr. Cleveland is assailed because he

Honey to Carry the Election. 


The Eepublican National committee 


are busily engaged "frying out the fat" 
to carry the election. They have a corps 
of fat-fryers at Pittsburg and the pro- 
tected classes are contributing liberally. 
It is said, says the Doylestown Democrat, 
that Carnegie gave his check f or $100,000; 
15. F. Jones one for $50,000; and that 
about $1(0,000 in all have been contribu- 
ted by the protected interests of that 
city. Pennsylvania is expected to raise 
a corruption fund of $2,500,000 to be used 
in New York, Ohio and Indiana, and 
one-half the amount has already been 
raised. The object is to buy the election 
if it cannot be otherwise carried. The 
Republicans have done it before, and it 
comes natural for them to resort to the 
same means again. In the published list 
of iron and steel contributors of Pitts- 
bnrg are checks, ranging from $10,000 to 
$250; the metal brokers raise but $1,000; 
and the contributions of the glass man- 
ufacturers are as low as $50, and as high 
as $2,000. It is time for voters to be on 
their guard. 
The struggle between 


high and low taxes is upon them; the 
protected interests of the country, by 
means of the money wrenched from 
labor by high tariff taxes intend, if it be 
possible, to continue the same state of 
things. It is about time for labor to 
awake to the situation. The protected 
class are opposed to reform in our tariff 
laws.

The Miner Law Sustained. 


The decision of the Supreme Court o 


the United States, that the Miner law o 
Michigan is constitutional was not un 
expected. At a recent session of tht 
Legislature of that State a law was 
passed giving the people the right to 
choose Presidential electors by districts, 
instead of by the State at large. The 
case was carried to the State Supreme 
Court and the law there sustained; then 
appealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and the decision of the 
Court below was affirmed. This should 
settlethe question. Asa matter of fact 
there was never any occasion to question 
the power of a State to choose its Presi- 
dential electors in such way as its Legis- 
lature sees proper, for such is almost the 
exact words of the Constitution of the 
United States. Section 2 of Article II, 
of that instrument, provides that "Each 
State shall appoint, in such manner as 
;he Legislature thereof may direct, a 
number of electors equal to the whole 
number of Senators and Representa- 
.ives to which the State may be entitled 
n Congress." 
Language cannot be 


plainer, and what hope the appellants 
could have for a decision different from 
the one the Supreme Court gave, we 
cannot imagine. How could a court be 
otherwise than unanimous. 
As The 


Times puts it, "The Supreme Court has 
once more been called on to decide that 
the Constitution of the United States is 
Constitutional." It will give Cleveland 
at least three electors from Michigan. 


GKOVEB CLEVELAND said: "What- 


ever may be the form of the people's 
currency it should be so regulated and 
guarded by government action or by 
wise and careful laws that no one can be 
deluded as to the certainty and stability, 
of its value."

college. She descends from a distinguished 
line of ancestors both in Scotland and 
America. Shs was married to Benjamin 
Harrison October 20, 1853. 
Two children, 


Enssell Harrison and Mrs. J. B. McKee! 
survire her. Her venerable father, Rev. 
Mr. Scott is also still living, being now a 
resident of Washington, D. C. Mrs. Harri- 
son's life was adorned by all the Christian 
virtues. She was a woman of intelligence 
and many accomplishments and was mnch 
admired for her evenness of temper and 
sympathetic disposition.

Experiments with Lambs. 


Prof. John A. Craig, of the University of 


'Wiaconain Agricultural Experiment Statiot, 
recently conducted an experiment in feed- 
ing gmuk to lasihe, and thns snmmarizea 
the null of the test: 1. It pays to feed the 
Iambi baton they are weaned all the grain 
they will eat when on good bine grass or 
dOTU posture with their duos. This con- 
clonoil is endorsed by a previous trial. 2. 
When the ewes have been properly fed daring 
the winter so as to be in good condition at 
lambing time, it does not pay to feed them 
grain when on good pasture with the object 
of securing more ispid and profitable gains 
in the lambs. Cottonseed meal, as compared 
with oilraesl, is summarized thus: 1. For 
feeding lambs a grain mixture of oilmen! 
sad cornmeal gave bettei results than a 
grain mixture of cottonseed meal and com- 
ma*!. 8. The lambs fed the oil meal made a 
greater gain than those receiving the cotton- 
seed mixture. Daring the ten-weeks' trial 
the Iambi fed the oilmeal ration each made 
• weekly gain of 3.30 pounds, while those 
getting the cottonseed ration made a weekly 
gain of 2.95 panada. 3. The oilmeal ration 
was, in addition, cheaper; for the lambs ao 
fed made 100 pounds gain at a cost ol two 
dollars, or two cent* per pound, while those 
getting the cottonseed ration made 100 
pounds gain at a cost of two dollars, or two 
cents per pound, while those getting the 
cottonseed ration made 100 pounds gain at a 
cc*t of three dollars and thirty cents, or three 
and one-third cento per pound.
